Yotnr  letter  of  5 March  concerning  nnidentlflad  flying 
objects,  addressed  to  Professor  J.  A.  Hynek,  has  been  referred  to 
this  office  for  reply. 

The  theories  advanced  In  your  letter  are  a»8t  Interesting. 
However,  to  date  no  authenticated  evidence  exists  to  siqjport  the 
theory  that  Interplanetary  space  travel  exists  In  reverse, 
neither  does  evidence  exist  Indicating  the  UFO  pbenoaena  to  be 
hostile  or  a threat  of  any  kind  against  the  security  of  the 
United  States.  If,  in  your  opinion,  your  sighting  of  19  July 
195^  proved  to  the  contrary,  ve  vould  be  most  interested  In  the 
f&cts  surrounding  this  sighting.

Dear  Professor  Hynek:
